(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE FITZGIBBON, MR. 
JUSTICE MURNAGHAN, AND MR, JUSTICE

Mrs. Mary McGovern, Manorhamilton, Co. 
Leitrim, appealed from two orders of the 
High Court, dated March 30, 1933, reversing 
the decisions given by Circuit Judge Cheehy 
in her favour in two actions. brought against 
her for the specific performance of an agree- 
ment to purchase licensed premises in Manor- 
hamilton, which were in the occupation of the 
late Thomas McGovern and his wife, Mrs.

One appeal was taken on the ground that 
the Judges of the High Court were wrong in 
law and in fact in holding that the plaintiffs 
had shown good title to the premises con- 
*tracted to be sold by the late William He 
Robinson and the late Emily Robinson, an 
in holding that the late Emily Robinson took 
an estate in fee-simple in the premises under 
the limitations of a marriage settlement of 
December 26, 1881. In the second case the 

appeal was ‘taken on the ground that the 
J udges of the High Court were wrong in fact 
and in law in holding that a promissory note 
sued upon was given for good consideration

Mr. McGuckin, opening the case for the 
defence, said that, having to the 
charge and the status of his client, Mr.

dealing with the case of a quack cptician. 
He had been in business as a qualified 
optician for 15 years, and obtained every 
qualification that could possibly be obtained 
by a person carrying on the business. His 
cient refused to join the Joint Council of 
Qualified rm with headquarters in 
London. For fifteen years, because he would 
not join that association, he had been dogged 
and pursued by the sleuth hounds of the 
association, trying to do him ill at every 
turn. The Joint Council was not a de 
but a trade union of opticians, governed Seem 
London, and his chent refused to touch it, or 
to agree to its terms. 

It was inaccurate to say that his client 
had, attempted to copy some Government 
scheme, as never had existed a scheme 
that Mr. Moscow, trading as Maxton 
Saunders, of Cork, organised. The jury had 
been led to believe that on a dey in March 
Mr. Moscow for the first time descended on 
Kilmacthomas end endeavoured to perpetrate 
a fraud, but for fifteen years Mr. Moscow 
had. been trading in and around Cork. The 
jury would hear from the Rev. Mother of 
another convent in Templemore that Mr. 
Saunders had visited there and carried 
through his scheme there, and also at at 
least four other convents and schools in and 
around the South ‘of Ireland without any 
erson believing that he was anyone but 
Mr. Maxton Saunders, whose announcements 
appeared in several newspapers. 


FREE GLASSES. 


In or about 1932 the accused man realised 
that he could originate a scheme whereby he 
could supply glasses to children that were 
unable to pay, provided there were sufficient 
numbers of children that required glasses. 
In that case he could work on a reasonable 
profit. 

The accused man bore out counsel’s state- 
ment, and went on to give évidence of 
having visited convents at , sair Dun- 
garvan and Kilmacthomas, and of having 
examined the eyes of the sisters as well as 
of pupils. He had had letters of appreciation 
from the nuns and other people. e never 
said that he was in any way connected with 
the Government, and did not tell one of the 
sisters that his father was well known in 
Cork. He probably said his firm was well 
known there. 

In further reply to his counsel he said that 
it was arranged that glasses should be 
supplied at prices according to the means of 
the parents of the children, and in this con- 
nection he had the assistance of the nuns. 
In some instances he prescribed lotions as 
well as glasses. If he could get, say, even 
twenty-five pupils to pay, it would enable 
him to provide twenty-five others with glasses 
free of charge. That was his scheme, and the 
nuns quite approved of it. 

In the case of the child Mary Keating at 
Kilmacthomas, who was suffering from astig- 
matism, the mother, Bridget Keating, said 
she could not afford the 25s. asked for the 
glasses. Witness asked then for £1. The 
woman all the time complained of inability 
to pay so much, and, as witness had learned 
she was fairly well off, he became sarcastic. 
He did not threaten to report her to the 
Board of Health, but said if was so poorly 
off as she made out could get the 
relieving officer for her. He denied that 
he told Mrs. Gallagher that if she paid half 
the cost of the glasses the Board of Health 
would pay the other half. What he said was 
that if she could pay so much he himself 
would y the balance. He remembered 
Guard Rice coming in with a little boy, whom 
witness examined. The boy had a little 
astigmatism, and witness said he needed 
glasses. The Guard asked how much they 
would be. Witness said 15s., and the Guard 
asked why should he pay for glasses. He 
thought they were free. Witness told him 
that they were only for people who were very 
poor. He asked witness how he knew who was 
poor and who was not. Witness said the 
nuns told him, and the Guard said that the 
nuns did not know everything. It Eag 
witness that, the Guard was not, going to get 
glasses for the boy. He said to witness: 'I 
thought the. Government gave everybody 
glasses free.” Witness replied that that = 
nonsense, because if the Government 
everybody glasses it would cost thousands of 
pounds. He did not tell the Guard that he 
was appointed by the Board of Health for 
the Munster area. Witness examined the 
child and made out a prescription. The Guard 

was dressed like a tramp or something ”’ 
in háille attire, and witness said if he was as 
poor as he made out he could go to the reliev- 
ing officer. 


A TRADE NAME,

VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY. 


Mr. Justice Meredith, summing up, said 
that if the jury agreed that the plea that 
the accused man was thinking more oí an 
advertisement when visiting 
seemed to be borne out by the label on the 
case of the glasses giving the name Maxton 
Saunders, they must come to the conclusion 
that there was no intention to defraud. The 
whole notice was to the effect that the 
accused man was an expert optician. It was 
important evidence that of 140 children 
examined the accused man recommended only 
twen ee 9 -three for glasses. If the jury believed 

Rice that the accused man said that 
the scheme was costing the Government s~ 
much, he gave himself completely away. If 
the case for the prosecution was sound, then 
—leaving Guard Rice out of the case—the 
accused man was extremely clever, and was 
most careful not to pve himself away. He 
was most circumspect, apart from his conver- 
sation with Guard Rice. He was not a quack, 
but a qualified optician, and if he was guilty 
it was a shocking affair. 

Dealing with the statement taken at Kil- 
macthomas, Mr. Justice Meredith said that 
such statements should not be examined too 
minutely, He had to point to the great 
number of the cases that had come before 
him, in which so: much had turned on the 
statement of the accused person. In many 
cases of infanticide there would have been 
no other evidence. He was glad the state- 
ments were made. He would prefer in many 
cases if a pen or pencil were handed to the 
accused man, and he were allowed to write 
what he wished. 

The jury brought in their verdict after an 
absence of forty minutes, finding the accused 
man not guilty on all counts. 

He was then discharged.

BLAKE’S NAME. 


——— 


TO BE REVIVED IN FLEET. 


Mr. Isaac Foot (Liberal), in the House of 
Commons yesterday, asked Sir Bolten Evyres- 
Monsell (First Lord of the Admiralty) if he 
was aware that no one of His Majesty's ships 
now in commission was named x we Admiral 
Blake, and if one of the new criisers could 
he named “ Blake,’’ in commemoratidn of the 
eminent services of that great seaman. 

Sir Bolton Eyres-Monsell said that the 
new crtiisers belonged to a class. the names 
of which were drawn from classical mythology. 
In these circumstances it was not practicable 
to give one of them the name of Blake, but 
Mr. Foot pnght rest assired that that 
illustrious name would not be forgotten when 
: suitable opportunity occurred for reviving 


self to study, and produced some of his early 
poems. In 1880 he suddenly became famous 
owing to an article by Octave Mirbeau in the 
Figaro of the 24th August. The next five or 
six years were a most fruitful period in the 
poet's life. While writing his first plays he 
at the same time devoted himself to the 
study of Shakespeare, Shelley and Browning. 

In 1896 Meeterlinck left for France, whe 
he definitely took up bis abode; but Flemish 
influence was still very marked in all. his 
early works, The tion of the endless 
plains, the sleepy canals and the sluggish 
Scheldt a constantly in those 
first volumes. But his mystical studies 
were the principal factor in his intel- 
lectual formation; their influence was 
shown in his two early volumes, 
* Les Serres Chandes ” and '' Les Chansons.” 

‘* Les Serres Chaudes’’ was principally in- 
terestiig from the point of view of the poet's 
historical development. He was still under 
the influence of Verlaine. The *‘ Chansons,”’ 
on the other hand, were attempts to imitate 
the old folk-song, and they recall to a 
certain extent the ‘‘Ariking” of Getthe, 
while the early dramas were inspired by 
Maeterlinck’s studies of Shakespeare. 

‘* Pelléas and Mélisande '' was a masterpiece 
of lyrical drama, and “ Za Mort de Tinta- 
gles”’ and ‘‘Intériear” were extremely 
characteristic of that early period in the de- 
velopment of Maeterlinck, In both the moat 
striking feature was ® skilful gradation of 
terror, which showed the closest observation. 
of life. In those plays men did not struggle 
and triumph over fate; they were poor 
human beings who only kaew how to suffer, 
smile and love, and th, which came to 
shatter the fragile happiness of mankind, ap- 
peared with all its brutality. It was thus 
that the philosophy of Maeterlinck during 
the first period could be summed up. 


THE NEW DEPARTURE. 

The “ 7'résor des Humbles”’ appeared in 
1896. In that work was to be found the 
same somewhat deceptive simplicity that was 
so noticeable in “ Les Chansons,” It showed 
very strikingly the direct influence of Emerson. 
‘‘Aglavaine et Sélysette”” was a song of 

mstic love. The fear of life and death 
which filled the early dramas had now given 
way to a feeling of piacid calm and serenity, 
Henceforward the work of Maeterlinck be- 
came a song of confidence and love. He 
appeared to display a sort of trust in the 
goodness of things. The poet taught them 
that it was wise to think and act as if every- 
thing that happened to humanity was un- 
asa, AC] The nobler and higher were their 
thoughts, the less did misfortune and grief 
have a hold over them. There was no in- 
evitable drama in their existence. It was 
only the weakness and ignorance of men 
that made them consider evil as a fatality, 
It was im the struggle against obstacles that 
man's greatness was tevealed. Those idens 
were brought out with great clearness in 
‘* Sagesse et Destinée,”’ ut the poet had 
still a great task to accomplish. His some- 
what too individualistic idealism had to give 
way to a more social morality. The egotism 
of ‘‘ Sagesse et Destinée’’ yielded to the con- 
ception of solidarity contained in “La Vie 
des Abeilles.”’ 

‘Ta Vie des Abeilics”’ was a work full of 
emotion, and sometimes of an almost reli- 
gious reverence for the bees. Those little 
people who fed on warmth and light and 
all.that was purest in nature called their 
attention to the joy of June. ‘They were 
the very soul of summer, and their flight 
was the visible sign of the innumerable little 
joys which the warmth and the light bring 
us. The admirable devotion of the bees to 
the common weal made them give up their 
lives to the future of the hive. The whole 
people, having reached the height of their 
prosperity and power suddenly shandoned to 
the following generation all their palaces, 
their wealth, and the fruit of their Jabours. 

Faith in the final triumph of thought over 
matter was the leadimy ‘idea in the three 
collections of articles ‘‘ Le Temnfe Enseveli,”’ 
“ Le Double Jardm,”’ and “ L’ Intelligence 
des Fleurs,’ which, as far as the thought 
contained in’ them was concerned, were only 
a summary of all the ideas of Maeterlinck. 
‘* i, Intelligence’? was simply one long hymn 
to the glory of nature. The principal mong 
ter in “ Le Temple Enseveli”’’ was devoted 
te the mystery of justice Moral justice did 
not exist apart from themselves, because 
nature only knew a blind and wnreasoning 
fate. The “ Double Jardin’ was a delight- 
ful book. The poet touched on a great 
variety of subjects, and dealt in turn with 
universal suffrage, motor cars, or historical 
sites. But that work would live principally 
on accouns of its lyrical qualities. The 
wonderful page on the death of the poet's 
dog, ‘‘ Pelléas,"’ was deservedly famous. The 
same volume also contained a chapter de- 
voted to the modern drama, in which the 
poet summed up the dramatic theory of his 
later works. The real drama of the 
twentieth century must, according to Maeter- 
linck, take its rise from the struggle between 
their coiception of duty and their ignorance 
and selfishness. it was that struggle which 
gave rise to the psychological conflict of 
‘* Monna Vanna.”’ 


MATURITY OF STYLE. 

“donna. Vanna’ was. one of the most 
original and most powerful attempts to give 
uew life to contemporary dvamatic art. It 
contained scenes of poignant emotion, written 
in a prose of remarkable beauty. The author's 
style had now reached its maturity, and all 
his great qualities appeared in that well- 
known play to the best advantage. 

“L’Ovseau Bleu” was a delightful fairy 
tale, ‘which revealed every moment a smiling 
philosophy. Such was the magic of that 
delightful symphony of music, colours, and 
poetry that grown-up men who at first were 
inclined to be somewhat sceptical were com- 
pelled to surrender to its charm like little 
children. Their conception of life underwent 
a change, and they realised that happiness 
was’ often close at hand, even though they 
could not see it. 

“fa Mort’’ was the title which Maurice 
Maeterlinck had given to one of his most 
As works, The reader could not help 
gar to a certain extent the emotion which 
the thought of his own end, or the recollec- 
tion Of the dear ones who had departed, 
always caused. Maeterlinck refused to share 
that puerile terror of death... He led them 
softly by the hand, and persuaded them to 
look at it face fo face. He showed them 
how unjust they. were to it. ff death ap- 
eared terrible to them, it was because they 
imputed to it crimes of which it was innocent, 
In their thoughts they confused it with the

Exporters’ and Traders’ Association, which 
was held at Prosperity Chambers, Upper 
(’Connell street, Dublin, last night, Mr.

A letter was received from the London 
Cattle Mart, Ltd., in reply to a letter from 
the Association drawing attention to an 
cbservation attributed to a guest of the 
Cattle Mart, Ltd.; at a luneheon, in London, 
to the ‘effect that Ireland’ was “ always 
having foot and mouth disease.” The 
London Cattle Mart, Ltd, in their letter 
expressed sincere regret at the “ unfortunate 
statement,” and stated that if they had had 
any idea that the speaker referred to was 
gcing to make such wild statements he would 
not have had the opportunity. They 
regretted that anything should have been 
said which was a reflection on Irish cattle. 

The Chairman said that he thought that 
that was a very fair statement. 

Mr. -Fitzgerald askéd had the secretary 
written to the Minister for Agriculture on 
the matter, and if so had he. received any

yesterday, on the Free State’s repudiation 
of the Privy Council, Lord Hailsham 
opened an interesting prospect. A few 
weeks ago the Privy Council granted leave 
of appeal from a judgment of the Free 
State’s Supreme Court ; and, normally,- it 
would have heard the appeal in due 
course. With special intent, however, to 
defeat the appellants, the Free State 
Legislature gave retrospective effect to the 
new Act which abolishes the right of 
appeal. By Free State law, therefore, the 
proposed appeal is illegal, and by that 
law, as we-suppose, Free State barristers 
are estopped from appearance before the 
Privy Council. Manifestly, the Council, 
the highest judicial body in the Empire, 
cannot ignore this so utterly outrageous 
result of the Free State Government's 
violation of the Anglo-Irish Treaty. Lord 
Hailsham, as the British Government's 
spokesman, indicated yesterday that the 
validity of the Free State’s Act might be 
raised for determination by the Privy 
Council. In such an event—and if the 
Council should find the Free State’s Act 
to be a challenge to its own rights and a 
direct invasion of the Treaty—the vital 
issue between the two Governments may 
be raised in a really inescapable manner. 
Hitherto the British Government has 
sought, by every means, to evade it, Mr. 
de Valera has thrust upon that Govern- 
ment his fixed purpose to abandon the 
Commonwealth— 
He said it very plain and clear. 
He went and shouted in its ear. 

He has refused to pay the land annuities ; 
he has abolished the Oath of Allegiance 
to the King; he has degraded the office of 
Governor-General; he has rejected the 
right of appeal to the Privy Council. Yet 
Mr. J. H. Thomas still declines to acknow- 
ledge any definite breach between the 
two Governments ; awkward questions are 
“- hypothetical,’’ and ‘‘ contingencies,”’ of 
which Mr. de Valera has given elaborate 
notice, ‘‘ have not arisen.’’ In like fashion 
Lord Danesfort’s straight and cogent 
questions were dismissed yesterday as 
‘* hypothetical.”

Perhaps, we must 
to the British 
Government, and to the British Press, 
which generally applauds Mr, Thomas's 
attitude, that the Irish crisis presents 
itself in different forms to the two 
countries. Britain, taking the long view— 
no doubt, she can afford to take it—is con- 
cerned chiefly with her imperial problems. 
She hesitates to raise issues that may 
reverberate throughout the Common- 
wealth; she puts her faith in patience 
and in the. healing power of time.” For 
the Free State, unhappily, this crisis is 
a matter of life and death. While she 
stands half within and half outside the 
Empire, impotent, distracted and insecure, 
time runs steadily against her; the end 
of her strength and of her resources is in 
sight. Her desperately urgent interest is 
that the decision between Commonwealth 
and Republic shall be made quickly and 
finally. At any moment the British Govern- 
ment can require such a decision, and we 
shall welcome any action by the Privy 
Council that wil! force its hand.

Italy and the League. 


“The League of Nations,’’ said Signor 
Mussolini three weeks ago, “has lost all 
that could give it any political meaning or 
historical import.’’. Signor Mussolini does 


not make statements unless he is prepared 


_to lend them the support of his actions. 


His condemnation of the League, therefore, 
ran like wildfire through Europe. Public 
opinion saw in it a clear threat that Italy 
proposed to follow the example of Germany 
and Japan, and to withdraw from the 
counsels of Geneva. As it happens, how- 
ever, the threat is not absolute, but con- 
ditional. Yesterday morning the Fascist 
Grand Council, which roughly corresponds 
with the Cabinet of a democratic State, 
declared that Italy would retain her 
membership of the League only if that 
organisation should set -about its own 
prompt reform. At present only three Great 
Powers are represented at Geneva—Great 
Britain, France and Italy. The United 
States and Soviet Russia never joined the 
League ; Japan walked out a year ago, and 
recently Germany took leave of a body 
which, in her opinion, Was not even faith- 
ful to its pledges. If Italy also secedes, 
only Britain and France, with a multitude 
of small States, will maintain the fiction 
of a brotherhood of nations. 

Italy insisis that the scope of the League 
shall be as broad as is possible. Without 
Russia, the United States, Japan and 
Germany, the League of Nations is as 
unreal in fact as in name, and every effort 
must be made to bring. these abstainors 
within its comity. In the nd place, the 
real authority at Geneva must be placed in 
the hands of the Great Powérs. A reforme’ 
League Council would ‘consist of represen- 
tatives of those Powers, with, perhaps, 
two or three semi-permanent members from 
certain smaller Powers. In the third place, 
Geneva’s procedure must be simplified 
radically. At present, as the conduct of 
the Manchurian dispute so lamentably 
revealed, the League. is bound hand and 
foot by a clogging mass of procedure, and 
action is replaced by all the paraphernalia of 
parliamentarianism multiplied a hundred- 
fold. These hindrances to efficacy must be 


| swept away. Finally, the work of the 


League must cease to be overshadowed and 
side-tracked by the Treaty of Versailles 
end the other peace treaties. In order 
to promote the nations’ harmony, says 
Signor Mussolini, the revision of the 
treaties must be taken in hand without 
delay, and, once revised, they must not be

Subsidised Shipping. 


Yesterday the Hon. Alexander Shaw, 
at the annual meeting of the Peninsular 
and Oriental Company, laid stress upon the 
menace of subsidised foreign shipping. No 
British line of steamers obtains a subsidy 
from the Government, and the great 
majority of lines either are working at a 
loss or are only just able to pay their way. 
On the other hand, nearly every foreign 
country gives financial help to some, if not 
all, of its shipping companies. By this 
practice Japan has reduced the transport 
costs of her manufacturers to a virtually 
negligible figure, and thereby assists them 
in their assault on Britain’s foreign 
markets. The United States subsidises 
many of her ships, and lately has enlarged 
the scope of the subsidy. France, Germany 
and Italy finance their passenger lines, and 
hitherto the British vessels on the North 
Atlantic route have barely contrived to face 
the formidable odds. Mr. Shaw gave, as 
an instance of the danger, the conditions 
that prevail on the routes between 
Australia, New Zealand and Fiji. The sea- 
carrying trade between these places is a 
purely British trade, created and built up 
by British shipping. Now the highly 
subsidised vessels of a foreign Power have 
encroached upon it, and British ships may 
Yet this par- 
ticular Power allows no British ships to 
carry a single passenger or a ton of cargo 
between two of her own ports. In the very 
ports of the United Kingdom British ships 
are losing their trade and foreign subsi- 
dised vessels are acquiring a stronger hold. 
Only two courses, clearly, are open to 
Britain. She may subsidise some of her 
own lines, as already she subsidises her 
principal air line; or, as Mr. Shaw sug- 
gests, she may be compelled to close her 
ports against all merchandise carried in 
a foreign ship. 


Prohibition Departs. 


By the unanimous ratification by 
the Utah State Parliament of the repeal 
of prohibition, the United States of: 
America officially became wet” on 
Tuesday evening. The event was celebrated 
by one of the wildest revels in American 
history. In New York the entire city seems 
to have turned out in order to give prohibi- 
tion an imposing funeral, and huge 
quantities of liquor—legal and illegal— 
were consumed in the course of the night. 
For fifteen years the United States have 
suffered under the evils of prohibition, and

much of the social and moral degradation | 


of those years has been due to the growth 
of illicit traffic in drink. The so-called 
“ bootlegging" trade has wnudermined 
American society to a dangerous degree. 
It has invaded politics, -with the result 
that corruption has increased enormously, 
and in many cities the “ bootleggers "” and

States, asking them not to authorise the 
return of the old saloon, either in its 
original or in any other form. The return 
of a legitimate traffic in liquor will tend to 
encourage a more ordered condition of life 
in the United States, and we share Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's hope that the social and 
political evils of the prohibition era never 
will be revived.

JOINT MEMORANDUM. 


In their joint memorandum..on the White 
Paper, ‘the British-Indian Delegation want 
the definite statement in the preamble of the 
Constitution, Act, that the “ natural issue of 
India’s constitutional is the attain- 
ment of Dominion status, and that a definite 
date after the passing of the Act should be 
fixed in the Act for the inaugtiration of the 
Federation, 

Although they accept the reservation dur- 
ing a period of transition of defence, foreign 
affairs and the ecclesiastical department, they 
ask that the modifications should be made in 
thie ite Paper, including the following 
provisions regarding defence :— 

Army Counsellor should be a non- 
official Indian. ‘There should be a definite 
programme of Indianisation with reference to 
a time limit of 20 or 25 years. The Jreasury 
control, now exerdised on Army expenditure, 
should be continued under the new Constitn- 
tion. Army poliey and the Army budget 
should be considered by the entire Govern- 
ment. 


INDIAN DEFENCE. 


There should be a Statutory Committee of 
Indian defence, constituted on the lines e j tle 
Committee of Imperial Defence. The Com- 
mittee should consist of the a eget 
chief and other Army experts, the princi 
Federal Ministers and any other Mimsters, 
including representatives of the Indian States 
whom the.

FISCAL POLICY, 


On fiseal policy the memorandum states :— 
“ We request the Committee definitely to re- 
cognise by statute India’s. freedom to regulate 
her fiscal policy without any reservations or 
qualifications. Such a course, we are con- 
vineed, would be fully justified by the re- 
sults.” 

Various modifications are suggested to the 
White Paper proposals on commercial dis 
crimination, and it is added:—‘‘Any statutory 
safeguards given to British commercial in- 
terests would irritate public opinion, and 
wonld operate as impediments to a friendly 
settlement.” i : 

As to the appointment of Governors, it is 
stated: “‘ We strongly, feel that the Governors 
of all the Provinces should under the new 
Constitution be. selected from amongst public 
men tn Great Britain and in India. Members 
of the Armament Services in India, whether 
retired or on active service, should be ex- 
cluded from these high appointments.”’

if Mr. de Valera should obtain a majority 
of votes from the whole of Ireland in favour 
of a Republic, he might have some justifica- 
tion for declaring one in the Free State; but 
if the total of votes is in favour. of remaining 
in the Commotiwealth, ahd he should establish 
a Republic in the Free State, his position and 
action would be exactly the same as that of 
the “ minority’’ in the North. which he has 
so strongly condemned. Before any step so 
solemn and irrevocable as secession is taken— 
one which will affect the whole future of the 
Irish people—there ought to be, at least, two- 
thirds of the votes in its favour.

ALL WRONG, 


The motion of Lord Danesfort, asking 
for a distinct declaration of the Govern- 
ment, will, I am afraid, receive the ordi- 
nary platitudes. That is all wrong. I 
notice that the Secretary for the Dominions, 
for whom I have great respect, in the 
House of Commons always admits that 
everything is all wrong—very wrong. But 
it must remain wrong, and very wrong, 
so far as I can see. 

At the present moment they propose to 
abolish what I think is the last of the 
so-called safeguards. THé Oath has gone. 
The representative of the King, appointed 
by the Executive, to which he is sub- 
ordinate—he has gone.

EFFORTS TO SAVE 
_ THE AGATE. 


SALVAGE WORKERS AT 
SKERRIES. 


Strenuous efforts are being made to save 
the Agate, the 1,000 tons steamer, which 
struck the rocks at Skerries, Co, Dublin, 
last Monday morning. 

Yesterday morning a 500 tons steamer, 
specially fitted for salvage work, and 
equipped with wireless, which had been 
hurriedly summoned from _ Liverpool, 
arrived and anchored in Skerries bay. 
Forty salvage workers who were on board 
were immediately taken in the ship’s large 
motor boat to the scene of the wreck. They 
made a thoreugh examination of the Agate, 
and found about thirteen feet of water in 
her. The men remained on board till dark, 
and prepared two winches for taking off the 
cargo of 900 tons of bagged cement. To-day, 
simultaneously with the work of removing 
the cargo, pumping will be carried on. If 
pumping is successful, the two breaks in 
the ship's plates can be patched up, and 
the salvage steamer will then try to tow her 
to deep water, and, subsequently, to Dublin 

rt.

Eleven members of the rescued crew were 

aid off yesterday, and proceeded to their 
eval Accompanied by Civic Guards, they 
had rowed out and gone aboard the Agate 
in the morning to recover what part of their 
kits the sea had left them.

SERIOUS OUTBREAK IN

An outbreak of fire this morning next 
door to the match factory of Messrs. 
Maguire and Paterson, Church street, 
Dublin, created a serious situation in this 
crewded district. 

At half-past two this morning the flames 
were undiminished in intensity, and it 
appeared that only a muracle could save 
the adjoining premises, with their in- 
flammable contents, from becoming in- 
volved. 

The alarm was given by the Bridewel!

coming from the roof of the premises of 
tho Central Meat Products Co., 179 Church 
street, and three sections of the fire brigade 
from the Central Station turned out. No 
one resided on the premises, but the fire 
spread to the roof of Messrs. Farrington’s 
at No. 178, and made it necessary for the 
occupants to vacate the top floor. 

After more than an hour’s work the fire- 
men succeeded in getting the flames under 
control, although a detachment remained 
on duty for a considerable time afterwards.

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REACTION TO FASCIST 


COUNCIL DECISION.

ROME, Wednesday. 


TALY does not intend to take the 

injtiative for a revision of the League 

of Nations, it is stated in well-informed 
circles in Rome to-night. . 

No indication is given of the nature of 
the revision. which the Fascist Grand 
Council anded last night as a condi- 
tion of Italy's continued membershi 
(reported in our later editions of Wed- 
nesday). It- is considered that that 
announcement should be interpreted as 
an invitation to foreign Powers to 
submit proposals which can be discussed 
through diplomatic channels or at a 
League Council meeting. 

That the Fascist Grand Council will 
draw up a scheme of reform is officially 
denied. 

Italian opinion has been simmering with 
discontent against the League from its 
earliest days. The resolution of the Grand 
Council defines three aspects of the 
League which should be “ radically re- 
formed in the shortest possible time ’’—its 
constitution, functions and objectives. 


ITALIAN AIMS. 


It is virtually certain that so agu 
Mussolini wishes the League to include 
the United States, Japan, Germany and 
Soviet Russia. He would like to see 
influence in the hands of the States which 
take most responsibility, with drastic 
curtailment of the powers of the smaller 
countries. Signor Mussolini would also 
like to simplify the procedure of the 
League so as to speed up its working, and 
save waste of time and energy caused by 
the multiplication of committees and sub- 
committees and endless speech-making. 

Italians would also like to see the re- 
vision of treaties with a view to a settle- 
ment of the injustices of the post-war re- 
arrangement of Europe, and the genera! 
liberation of Europe from the trammels 
of Versailles, and an extension of the 
economic side of the League to embrace 
the international distribution of raw 
materials. 

The hardship suffered by Italy in the 
past owing to the artificial dearness and 
scarcity of raw materials in which she 
has been lacking has burnt deep into 
Italian minds. 

Itaiy, too, is likely to maintain that 
the world is not ready for the type of 
sanctions provided for in Article 16 of 
the Covenant, which, it is felt, would, in 
any case, keep the United States from 
rejoining the League. 

n British circles to-day no official com- 
ment. was forthcoming. Quarters friendly 
to the Leayzue, however, pointed out that 
any alteration of the Covenant must ne- 
cessarily be an extremely complicated pro- 
cess, 


GENEVA AGREES. 


The decision of the Fascist Conncil was 
anticipated in Geneva. It is held that 
the experience of the last fifteen years 
has shown not only the utility of, but 
also the weakness of, the League, and 
that revisions are imperative; but this 
does not mean that the Italian ideas of 
a Super-Council are finding support, as 
it is naturally the views of the smaller 
States which are more in evidence at the 
headquarters of the League. 

“ Any revision of the League of Nations 
requires unanimity on the part of its 
members,” was the authoritative French 
comment made to Reuter on the decision. 
“ Transformation is the evolutionary law 
of societies as well as of individuals. France 
would subscribe to League reform, provided 
that it is approved unanimously, but not 
otherwise,” 

The Temps stresses the gravity of the 
Italian proposals, which are calculated to 
lead to the substitution of a '' Directory ”’ 
of the principal Powers for the Council of 
the League. 


BROUGHT TO A HEAD. 


The Berlin newspapers warmly welcome 
the announcement as “ the first stage 
toward the eventual revision of the Treaty 
of Versailles.’ 

“The resolution is absolutely decisive,”’ 
says the Lokalanzeiger, “in bringing to a 
head the question of the League's future 
existence. The Powers are now forced to 
adopt a definite standpoint as to the future 
of European eal 

Semi-official comment is that the League 
has never been anything better than a club 
for the victors of the war, and that Italy 
has assumed a thankless task in trying to 
reform it.

President de Valera had found in the last 
few days an alternative recreation, with 
Mr. Thomas as partner, in the subtleties 
of postman’s knock. 

To Mr. Milroy, however, it would seem 
that the death of the Oath has not yet 
been legally established, and that those 
who presume its demise are actually con- 
niving at wrong-doing. He belongs to 
that school of thought which holds that, 
since the Oath still lingers in the Treaty, 
and since the Treaty still has the force of 
law, the Oath itself sti!l stands as an 
obligation. He went so far as to suggest 
that decisions of the Dail are already lack- 
ing in validity, because one of its members 
has illegally taken ‘his seat. 

Summing up the bill itself, he said: “ 't 
represents another phase of the continued 
effort of the Government—I will not say 
to scrap the Treaty ; they have not faced 
up to that, but to nullify the Treaty and 
to bootleg a Republic into the Saorstat 
under the protection and the prestige of 
the British Commonwealth.”’ 


MINISTER'S BRIEF REPLY. 


The provision in the bill that payment 
will be made to members “ subject to 
compliance with Standing Orders,’’ led tu 
a brief discussion, initiated by that eagle 
eyed discoverer of technical loopholes, Mr. 
Johnson, on the question whether it 
would be possible for Standing Orders to 
over-ride legislation, .but this aimless 
ramble in the realms of hypothesis was 
checked by the Chairman.

Mr. MacEntee rose to 
his feet, announced that he had “ too 
much respect for the time of the House ”’ 
and also too many calls upon his own 
time to attempt to follow Mr. Milroy, and 
then sat down—all in the space of thirty 
seconds. He gathered up his scrippage 
and departed, as the Senate, without a 
division, gave the bill a second reading, 
with Mr. Milroy reiterating his solitary 
expression of dissent. 


THREE BIG MEASURES, 


Dr. Ryan, in his dual capacity of 
Minister for Agriculture and Fisheries, 
spent several hours in the House dealing 
with criticisms, friendly and otherwise, of 
his legislative trinity—the Cereals 
(Amendment) Bill, Sea Fisheries Bill, 
and Horse-Breeding Bill. It was the last 
which provoked most comment. 

It was unfortunate that such an expert 
as Mr. Parkinson should have been absent 
from the discussion on this bill, but he 
had briefed Mr. Brown to express his views, 
the chief of which was that in exempting 
from the scope of the bill those animals 
which figure in “ the book,” the Minister 
was still making too narrow a concession, 
and that he should extend it to all 
stallions in foreign stud books. There 
was a strong volume of support for the 
opinion that the best contribution the 
Minister could make for the success of 
the industry was to leave it alone, 


NAPOLEON’S HORSE, 


Even Colonel Moore was critical of the 
Government for interfering with an 
industry which had done so well when left 
alone—a contention which was upheld by 
Miss Browne, who produced a little book 
which recited the achievements of the 
Irish-bred horse for five centuries back. 
Napoleon, it seems, appreciated the im- 
portance of Irish blood in a charger; and 
the House was left with the feeling that 
the only historic horse which was not of 
Gaelic strain was the steed which Richard 
Crook-Back could not find. 

Mr. Staines managed to give a 
hackneyed saying especial aptness when 
he declared that the Government were 
locking the stable door after the horse 
had gone.

South Down and South Armagh, went to 
Mr. de Valera (Fianna Fail) and Mr. 
MacLagan (Republican). 

If the two last-named members carry out 
their declared intention not to take their 
seats in the new Parliament, the Govern- 
ment will have the same majority as in the 
last Parliament, as the one seat lost by 
the Government, which counts two on a 
division, will be balanced by the two 
absent members.

LEGATEE'S INTENTION 
REGARDING ESTATE. 


——__e——_—_ 


R. DE VALERA, President of the 
Executive Council of the Irish Free 
State, was the plaintiff in an action heard 
by Mr. Justice Bateson in the Probate 
Court, London, yesterday, concerning the 
will of Miss Polly Mary Fitzpatrick, aged 
74, of Russell square, Brighton, who was 
found dead at her home when the police 
forced an entry to the house. 

Mr. de Valera was not in court. 

Before the case was opened Mr. Justice 
Bateson asked Mr. 1. J. O'Connor, K.C., 
M.P., who appeared for Mr. de Valera— 
“Is this a real fight or a sham fight ?”’ 

Mr. O’Connor—I ventvre to think that 
when the evidence of the attesting witness, 
who is a solicitor, has been heard my 
learned friend may form his own view as 
to the testamentary capacity of the 
testatrix. 

Mr. Hector Hughes, K.C., for the de- 
fendant—I can tell your lordship that it 
is a real fight and not a sham one. 


PLAINTIFF'S CASE. 


Mr. O'Connor, opening the case, said 
that Mr. de Valera propounded a will of 
March 12th, 1932, of which he was sole 
executor. The will was that of a woman 
of about 72 who lived at Brighton, and 
died there on July 6th, 1932. Under that 
will Mr. de Valera was sole legatee. 

The defence put forward by the de- 
fendant, who was a brother and next-of- 
kin of Miss Fitzpatrick, was. said” Mr. 
O'Connor, in substance, that the testator 
was of unsound mind. and that there was 
want of knowledge and approval of the 
coutents of the will. There was also the 
allegation in the defence that Miss Fitz- 
patrick was of weak intellect, childish and 
eccentric; that in late years she had become 
a recluse. and that she had formed a dis- 
like of persons from whom she was said 
to have derived pecuniary benefit. It was 
also said that she died in a neglected 
condition, having refused to have medical

Miss 
Fitzpatrick, who was of a very thrifty and 
remarkable disposition, husbanded her 
resources, and made one or two wise pur- 
chases of property, and by-the time of 
her death had accumulated something 
over £5,000—the present value of the 
estate. 


NEARLY ALL IN MONEY. 

Miss Fitzpatrick had no relatives with 
whom she had been in touch for forty 
years, and had expressed to people her 
sense of remoteness. She was a devout 
Koman Catholic, and also had a yreat 
devotion to the land of her birth. She 
had said on more than one occasion that 
her property would go to Ireland when 
she died. She also expressed the view 
that the only man who had done any 
yood for Ireland was Mr. de Valera. 

Fortunately, said counsel, his lordship 
was not required to decide that issue, but 
that was her point of view in the last few 
years of her life.

I wish all money and debts 
due to me to be collected by my executor 
after my death.” 

Mr. O'Connor said that the judge would 
not be called upon to decide what the 
executor was to do with the money when 
he had got it. 

‘“ It is not Mr. de Valera’s intention,” 
Mr. O'Connor remarked, “ to profit by a 
penny piece from this estate. His inten- 
tion is that the money shall be used by 
him as a trust for public purposes of the 
kind which Miss Fitzpatrick was known 
to approve and desired to see advanced.

CUSTOMS AND EXCISE, 


Mr. MacENTEE, Minister for Finance, on 
the second stage of the Finance (Customs 
and Excise) Bill, said that its object was to 
confirm certain financial resolutions which 
were passed by the Dail, and to make certain 
minor changes in the Customs laws. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that it would be 
dificult. for agents of American motor cars 
here to take advan of the section relating 
to the assemblage of motor car parts owing 
to the vagueness of the provisions governing 
the importation of parts. He asked the 
Minister to make an order setting out a 
definition of ‘‘assemblage.”” The section as 
it stood, he said, was unworkable, and, in 
connection with the taxing of cars, he sug- 
gested that a form of certificate by the 
assembler of the car should govern the 
operation of certain tax provisions. 

Miss K. BROWNE referred to the tariff on 
grass seeds, and said that a very considerable 
quantity of seed would have to be imported, 
and anything that added to the cost of what 
the farmer would have to buy was of con- 
siderable importance. Until there was an 
assurance that they could produce good grass 
seeds, and all that was required, there was 
objection to this tariff. 


MINISTER’S ORDERS. 


The MINISTER FOR FINANCE (Mr. 
MacEntce), replying to the points raised bv 
Mr. Douglas with regard ta motor duties, 
said that the proper person to give a certifi- 
cate was the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, and he thought that the senator was 
unduly apprehensive as to the manner in 
which that Mitister would use his powers. 
That Minister would issue from time to time 
orders stating the amount of work that must 
be done on motor cars here before the con- 
cession would apply. They were anxious that 
the road taxing authorities should have the 
concession as from thé first of the new year.

It must be a great strain 
on the stock of lobsters to have those taken.

The MINI , in reply, said that, in 
addition to the £9,000 spent in administrative 
costs, £60,000 was given to the Sea Fisheries 
Association and £5,000 was spent on the 
Muirchu. It required boats of the type of 
the Muirehu to deal with the trawlers. The 
small motor boats were not very effective. 
They were spending as much as could be 
justified. The world market for herring and 
mackerel had gone down greatly. There was 
a bill under consideration at the present time 
to deal with the matter of lobstets. Oysters 
were not increasing here or in Great Britain.

OFFICIAL MEDDLING. 


Miss K. BROWNE said that those engaged 
in the horse-breeding industry were very much 
afraid that official meddling would interfere 
with it, and take it out of the hands of 
experts, who had bred horses that could not 
be beaten anywhere. Weight-carrying hunters 
had been bred in Wexford that she defied the 
Minister or any velerinary surgeon to improve 
on. Many famous horses been bred in 
that county. including Napoleon's charger, 
Marengo. She read a number of historical 
references to Irish horses, and said that cattle- 
breeding had no comparison with the breed- 
ing ef horses, This business, which had 
been carried on so successfully in the past, 
should not be meddled with. 

Sir Edward BELLINGHAM said that 
the Irish bloodstock industry was now subject 
to a tax in England which was beyond its 
capacity to pay. This was hot a time to 
create further diffictilties for the industry. 
The industry had been maintained without 
the help of the Government, and he said: 
‘Hands off the bloodstock industry.”’ 

Senator STAINES said that the click 
of the hooves of the Guinness draught horses 
brought joy to the heart of every Dubliner, 
but now they were disappearing off the 
streets. When they had no export for their 
horses they brought in a horse-breeding bill. 
It was like locking the door when the horse 
had gone. 


MINISTER'S REPLY. 


The MINISTER, in reply, said that Senator 
Comyn had assured him that Napoleon s 
horse was a mare, not a horse. Not a single 
voice had been raised in the House for the 
farmer’s horse. Every Senator had been talk- 
ing for the bloodstock owner. He wanted to 
preserve the status quo so far as the blood- 
stock horse was concerned. They wanted to 
exempt that horse. They did not want to 
interfere with the bloodstock or racing horse. 
He was prepared to introducé the same words 
as were in the 1920 Act. 

Many of the good horses in the County 
Wexford were placed there by the Depart- 
ment. They had in the Department very 
good judgment. They were the officials who 
were going to carry out that bill, Thorough- 
bred horses had been licensed before, and 
they were going to remain the same. 
Guinnesses had no more draught horses, so 
Senator Staines would have to depend upon 
his imagination for any more joy. lt was 
necessary for the Department to interfere and 
do away with bad horses. They knew that 
there were horses in the country which were 
unsound and unfit for service, and which were 
being used in such a way that they could not 
make any change. 

The second reading was agreed to, and the

Miss BROWNE said that the Wexford 
farmers had a great grievance over the black 
oats crop, Black oats had always grown well 
in the county, and.the large feeders had 
always bought from the small farmers who 
grew the oats. The farmers were discon- 
tented now because they could not get pure 
maize. The maize mixture was infinitely 
inferior and much dearer when compared 
with the pure maize. Even in a county like 
Wexford, where practically all the farmers 
ee grain, the amount of maize that had 

een used was enormous. The Cereals Bill 
was a failure. 

Mr. M. COMYN said that it was not right 
to say that the bill had been a failure. é 
believed that it had been a great success, and 
that it ought to be continued to increase 
tiliage and employment in this country, 


MINISTER AND FAILURE, 


Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 

that he was afraid that the Cereals Bill had 
been a failure to a certain extent, because 
the merchants and millers had tried to get 
more out of it than they were entitled to. 
He believed that oats were being sold at 5s. 
6d., 6s. and 7s., and some merchants were 
buying it at 9s.; but whatever the merchant 
was paying for it the miller was getting more 
than his re, There was a difficulty about 
black oats in Wexford, but black oats was 
much inferior fo white oats for milling par- 
poses. It was also stated that pure maize 
was better than maize mixture, but experi- 
ments over a number of years had shown that 
this was not so. 
_ Even if the bill was a failure the Senators 
should not congratulate themselves on having 
warned him of that, as it was his intention 
to bring a bill to ensure that the farmers 
would get the benefit of the advantages of 
the bill. He hoped that the Senators who 
had spoken about its not being a success 
would support him when he brought in a bill 
to give the farmers a chance,

LEADER SENT TO PRISON.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 


Eight youths, alleged to be members of a 
Republican organisation, the Fianna Eireann, 
were charged at a special Crimes Court in 
Belfast to-day, before Mr. H. Toppin, R.M.., 
and Mr. P. J. O'Donoghue, R.M.. with 
drilling on the 16th November at M‘Kelvey’s 
Hall, Rockmount street (off Falls road), Bel- 
fast. 

The defendants were—John M‘Kenna, Dur- 
ham street; Patrick Lavery, Lincoln street;

M‘Kenna was in custody. The other de- 
fendants, who were summoned, did not 
appear. 

Constable Archibald Lappin said that he 
and another constable heard the sounds of 
men being drilled, and entered a hall, where 
they saw about 15 persons, whom they 
arrested, and among these were the present 
defendants. 

Mr. Toppin said that they looked on this 
as 4 serious offence. Most people must know 
what tolerance of it had led to at other times. 
It was intolerable of people to live in a State 
and not recognise its laws. M‘Kenna, on the 
evidence before them, was the ring-leader on 
this occasion. He made the offence worse 
by coming into court and saying that he re- 
fused to recognise the Court. That statement 
was no longer viewed with tolerance here or 
anywhere else.
